7 Eut if ye had known what this 
meaneth, I will have mercy and 
not ſacrifice, ye would, not have 
condemned the guiltleſs. 

$ For the Son of man is Lord even 
of the ſabbath-day. 

9 And when he was departed 
thence, he went into their ſynagogue. 

Io © And behold,there was a man 
which had b:s hand withered : and 
they asked him, ſaying, Is it lawful 
to heal on the ſabbath-days? that 
they might accufe him. 

11 And he ſaid unto them, What 
man fhall there be among you, that 
fhall have one Heep, andif it fall in- 
toa pit on the ſabbath-day, will he 
not lay hold on it, and litt it out ? 

12 How much then is a man better 
then a ſheep? wherefore it is lawful 
to do well on th=< {abbath-days. 

12 Thenfaith he to the man,Stretch 
forth thine hand : and he ſtretched 
it forth; and it was reftored whole, 
like as the other. 

14 Then the Phariſces went out, 
and held a counſel againft him, 
how they might deftroy him. 

15 But when Jeſus knew it,he with- 
drew himſelf from thence:and great 
multitudes followed hun, and he 
healed them all, 

15 And charged them that they 
ſhould not make bim known : 

17 That it might be fulfilled which

28 But if I caſt out devils by the 
Spirit of God, then the kingdom of 
God is come unto you. 

29 Orelte, how can on2 enter into 
a ftrorg mans kouſe , and ſpoil his 
£0ods,except he firſt bind the ſtrong 
man? & then he wiil ſpoil his houte. 

30 He that is not with me, is a- 
gainft me : and he that gathereth 

not with me, ſcattereth abroad. 

31 < Wherefore I {ay unto you , 
All manner of ſin and blaſphemy 
ſhall be forgiven unto men : but rke 
blaſphemy againſt the kbo!y Ghoftt 
ſhall not be forgiven unto men. 

32 And whoſoever ſpeakcth a word 
azainſt thcSon of man,it ſhall be for- 
given him : but whoſoever ſpeaketh 
againſt the holy Ghoſt.it thall not bg 
for2iven him, neither in this world, 
neither in the world to come. 

32 Either make the tree good,and 
his fruit good; or clie make the 
tree corrupt, and his fruit corrupt :
